I 
One party, known as tile algorist-;, fa­ 
vored the adoption of the {Iirid00 sys­ 
tem of notation (falsely called Arabic*, • 
with its position values, while tile oth 
cr, know ii as the abacists, favored the 
Roman notation, without zero or posh ' 
tion value. 
The general adoption of tile Hindoo 
system was greatly facilitated by the 
facts that it was explained in most of 
the calendars for more than a century, 
beginning witb 1300, and thut the 
mediaeval universities frequently of­ 
fered courses devoted to the use of this 
notation.—G. A. Miller in Science.
